However, no other organ In the body 
work* to hard or ao steadily—24 
hours in a day A* your heart works 
without any thought on your part, 
you may feel that aa It Is not under 
your control u ar* your bands and 
feet and wbat yon put ia your stom- 
aeb, thwe I* nothing tbat yov eaa' 
do about It, whether It la aound or 
unsound. 


As a matter of fact there la a 
great deal that you can do about 
your h«art; you can keep it aound 
If U It sound, and you can teach 
youraelf how to lewen the work of 
th* heart should It be unsound. 


The very fact that th* heart work* 


to hard It one reason why the heart 
fail* *o often It it 1* required to do 
much work, once It baa been dam- 
aged In any way 
Jutt a* damaged lung*, a damaged 


liver, or damaged kidneys will con- 
tinue to work for a number of year* 
If not given too much work to do, 
ao also will a damaged heart con- 
tinue to work 


However, the common sense thlag 


to do Is to And out whether or not 
the heart IB damaged by having a 
physical examination. 


And to avoid heart trouble the 


warning Issued In the monthly bul- 
letin ot the Chicago Tuberculosis As- 
sociation some year* ago might w*ll 
be heeded- 
"Have a health exam- 


ination. 
Have diseased tonalla re- 


moved. Have Infected teeth re- 
paired. Go easy with exercise after 
serious Illness. Look for Infections 
In tonsils and sinuses." 


To the above might well be add- 


ed (a) go to bed Immediately when 
attacked by any ailment even tb* 
common cold, (b) after temperature 
la normal remain In bed one whole 
day for each degree of temperature 
above normal during the illness.

They carried no lights on 
their bicycles, and a local resident, 
driving his car,-did not observe them 
until it was too late to avoid a col- 
lision with one of the boys, who was 
thrown from his bicycle and sus- 
tained severe bruises a,nd other in- 
juries.

that more boys are not injured is a 
miracle.

that plants live for long periods In 
a mere handful of soil, and lhat this 
•oil must often be fertilized, and In 
tome cases replaced. 


Molfture and drainage are other 


Important considerations. It Is easy 
to tell when plants need water, but 


\ giving them sufficient moisture Is not 


enough. 
Oftentimes the continual 


adding of water will cause sourness 


- This can be prevented by good drain 


age, and occasional stirring of the 
top toll. 


A position In the house where 


they will get the most light from the 
sun Is usually best 
South and West 


are to be preferred, although many 
plants will thrive with almost no 
sun at all 
The aspidistra Is one 


of these. It does not ev«n need daily 
watering, but will do better with 
plenty of sun and moisture. There 
are aleo many fern plant* of such 
an obliging nature. 


Cleanliness Is another important 


item in the care of house plants. If 
possible they should be bathed with 
water and a soft sponge. This is not 
always possible, but with smooth- 
leaved plants like the sansevlerla. It 
can be easily accomplished. 
Dusting 


is another practice which will assist 
In their growtn; It keeps pores from 
being clogged so they will be unable 
to breathe 


A few Insects will attack house 


plants, such as 
mealy bug. red 


•pider. scale and aphldi, or plant 
lice. If you act quickly, giving them 
a dose of contact spray, little Incon- 
venience or damage will result. Dis- 
eases are rare, as plants are watched 
carefully by the florist, and do not 
come In close contact 
with 
other 


plants, as happens In the garden 
Mildew la the most common disease, 
brought on by poor drainage, and 
too frequent waterings. 
A dusting 


Of sulphur will usually do away with 
It In short order.

Have you ever tried fall planting 


of annuals? 
Yes. there is a class of 


annuals which may be sown late In 
the fall, and the seed will terminate 
and come up quickly In the spring, 
so that the plants ar« In bloom long 
before those from spring-sown seed. 


This type of annual has an addi- 


tional virtue, too. It will usually 
reae«d itself if the seeds are allowed 
to develop and mature on the plant. 


The eeataureas. larkspur, popples, 


and alyscum are among the hardiest 
of the annuals which may be sown 
In the fall. 


Such sowing should not be made 


too early, for germination should not 
take place this fall.

STORING DAHLIA TUBERS 


By The Master Gardener 


Proper digging and storage 
of 


dahlia tubers haa a great deal to do 
with keeping qualities 
If the tubers 


are Injured In any way in digging, 
decay starts In the wound, spreading 
this condition to healthy roots. 


Digging should be done about a 


week or ten days after the first kill- 
ing frost. Before digging, cut off the 
stalks to about two Inches above the 
ground. 
Dig carefully and do not 


break the clumps apart. Don't when 
digging up the clump* try to pull the 
clump by the stem. This strain* the 
necks of the tubers, which are very 
tender. 
If a tuber la broken at the 


neck. It will not aprout and Is worth- 
loss. Loosen the ground with a 
spade or fork all around the plant 
about two feet away from the sulk: 
then force the work or spade deeply 


Into the ground about one foot from 
the stalk on all four aides and pry up 
slowly, being careful 
the fork or 


spade is under the clump. One per- 
son should hold the stalk while the 
other pries the clump and lifts it out 
of the soil 


In sandy soils, moat of the earth 


will fall off the roots 
In heavier 


soils, shake gently to remove soil 
that would naturally fall off. and ex- 
pose to the air for an hour or two. 
Turn the clump upside down during 
this time, to allow water or moisture 
in the stem to drain out 
It this is 


not done, the moisture left In the 
stems causes rotting at the crown. 


Store Indoors in a' dry cellar, 


turned upside down, for about two 
weeks 
At the end of this time cut 


off 
all 
loose and broken roots 


Powder the crown with IM dusting 
sulphur. 
The roots are now ready 


to be stored away.

of about 40 degrees, dahlias may be 
stored without protection or cover- 
Ing. 
But the average house cellar Is 


too dry and hot for storage by this 
method, and under such conditions 
the clump* should be placed la the 
coolest pan of the cellar, packed up- 
side down in boxes or barrels, and 
covered with dry sand or peat moss. 
Be sure the storage material is per- 
fectly dry. otherwise rot win set In 
and damage the entire mass 
On the 


other hand, if the tubers get too dry 
they shrivel badly and this makes 
starting difficult the following spring. 


Examine the tubers monthly. In 


case they start to shrivel or dry. 


moisten very slightly. If there should 
be an excess of moisture, allow the 
roots to remain uncovered until they 
appear to be fairly dry, then replace 
the moss or sand. If any rot develop* 
trim out such portions, dip all fresh 
cuts la dusting ralphur and pack- 
back again In the peat moss or sand
